WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (AP).— 
BOverriding its Ways and Means 
opmmitee, the House voted tenta- 
tively today to eliminate from the 
529,200,000 tax bill a provision 
requiring married persons to file 
pint income tax returns. 

The action came on a standing 
ote of 179 to 135 and is subject 
to a later roll-call vote. 

It was estimated that final re- 
fection of the provision would cut 
about $323,000,000 from the bill’s 
otal estimated yield. Many leg- 
lators warned that it would be 
ecessary, as a result, to in- 
@erease drastically the individual 


Mincome surtax rates which already 
boosted in the bill so as vir- 
ally to triple the taxes of persons 
Bin the lower and middle income 
brackets. 


No Substitute Plan. 


' Earlier the Ways and Means 
ommittee had decided against 
Emaking any effort to raise addi- 
ional revenue if the House elimi- 
mated the joint return provision. 
At a hurriedly call session, the 
ommittee rejected a proposed sub- 
stitute by Representative Dingell 
(Dem.), Michigan, which would 
ave permitted separate returns in 
1 states and provided for a 
astic incerase in individual in- 
ome tax rates to make up the 
venue lost as a result. 
Chairman Doughton (Dem.), 
North Carolina, said the commit- 
tee was informed that the legisla- 
tive counsel could not have the 
mendment drafted in time for 
BHouse consideration and, there- 
fore, the committee decided to do 
Bnothing about it, because the 
House would be voting on final 
assage of the bill late today.

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TOOL FRM TED U 
BY THE THEFT Of 
PRECISION GAUGE 


Company Officer Suspects 
Sabotage in Effort to De- 
lay Production of De- 
fense Goods. 


DETROIT, Aug. 4 (AP).—A tool- 
making plant concentrating on de- 
fense work was virtually helpless 
today because of theft of its pre- 
cision instruments, and a company 
officer said he suspected sabotage. 

Thieves entered the Majestic 
Tool and Manufacturing Corpora- 
tion plant early Sunday, tied up 
the night watchman, ransacked 
cabinets and tool boxes and stole 
between 300 and 400 micrometers 
as well as Gill blocks and other 
precision instruments. 

“This raid on our plant appears 
to be more than just an every-day 
robbery,” said John W. Parker, 


corporation president. “It looks 
more like the work of saboteurs.” 

The company is working on tool 
orders for the Frankfort arsenal at 
Bridesburg, Pa., and Springfield 
(Mass.) arsenals and also has 
tooling orders from automobile 
plants engaged in defense produc- 
tion. 

The same thieves were believed 
to have entered the Central Ma- 
chine Co, Precision instruments 
also were taken there after the 
night watchman had been tied up. 

Most of the instruments taken 
from the Majestic company were 
stolen from tool boxes owned by 
the 120 mechanics and tool makers 
employed at the plant. Several 
sets of master micrometers owned 
by the company also were stolen. 

“Such things as micrometers are 
practically priceless now because 
it is almost impossible to purchase 
them,” Parker said. “Without 
them we are almost helpless to 
continue production.” 

Night watchmen at both of the 
plants said the thieves opened the 
doors with keys. “The men seemed 
to know just where to look for the 
micrometers and they did not seem 
excited. They worked fast but it 
took them more than an hour to 
go through all the tool boxes,” one 


of the night watchmen said.

Senator Predicts Legisla- 
tion Will Be Offered 
After Bill to Extend 
Service Is Passed. 


WILL FILIBUSTER 
AGAINST PROPOSAL 


Chairman Walsh of Naval 
Committee Agrees With 
Montanan About Plans 
of Military Chiefs. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (AP).— 
Senator Wheeler (Dem.), Montana, 
said today that the army was 
waiting for the pending service ex- 
tension bill to pass so it could 
offer legislation authorizing the 
‘use of selectees and Guardsmen 
outside the Western Hemisphere. 
The Montanan said he was 
agreeable to a prompt vote on the 
extension bill, but he promised an 
energetic filibuster against any 


subsequent proposal for use of the 
men beyond hemisphere confines. 

In raising the hemisphere issue 
as the Senate opened its fourth 
day of debate on the service bill, 
Wheeler sided with Chairman 
Walsh of the Senate Naval Com- 
mittee who also contended that 
the army had such plans. 

Wheeler and Walsh were chal- 
lenged by Senator Hill of Ala- 
bama, the Democratic whip, who 
told reporters that, to his knowl- 
edge, the army was contemplat- 
ing no such request. 

Walsh, in a statement, said that 
Congress did not know whether 
the army was being created for 
defense or for aggression. He said 
also that the high command 
wished to lift the existing hemi- 
sphere restriction and that “the

pending resolution does not mean 

that the idea has been abandoned.” 
Walsh declared that this pro- 

posal “has merely been postponed 

to quiet opposition” against the 

pending legislation. 


For Six-Month Extension. 

In the Senate debate today Sen- 
ator Brooks (Rep.), Illinois, as- 
serted that he would support a six- 
month extension of service for se- 
lectees because the administration 
p-had placed the nation in “peril.” 

He spoke in behalf of a com- 
promise proposal by Senator Taft 
(Rep.), Ohio, which would limit 
extension of service of selectees to 
six months. Taft offered the pro- 
posal as an alternative to adminis- 
tration legislation to provide an 
18-month extension. 

“We are in peril,” Brooks said, 
“because of the actual progress of 
this administration toward war. 
Every step they take they move 
first and then they ask authority.” 

Senator Lee (Dem.), Oklahoma, 
replied that it was “the rankest 
form of demagoguery” to say that 
the administration’s policy had put 
the nation in peril. 

Brooks declared that Gen. George 
C. Marshall, Chief of Staff, knew 
when he sent selectees to distant 
outposts they could not be brought 
back within a year and that it 
would be necessary to extend their 
service. Since the men were there, 
the Senator added, Congress had 
but littl] choice other than to grant 
an additional time to bring them 
home, 

Another Republicagyy member, 
Senator Gurney, South Dakota, ex- 
pressed support for the adminis- 
tration’s extension proposal, declar- 
ing that “if we needed a defensive 
military force last year, it is ob- 
vious that it is even more neces- 
sary now.” 

What_ Bill Provides.

They implied that this was an 
answer to the statement made Sat- 
urday by Acting Secretary of 
State Sumner Welles, in Washing- 
ton, that the attitude of the Unit- 


ed States toward Vichy would be 
determined by “the effectiveness 
with which France defends its ter- 
ritories against the Axis Powers’ 
aggression.” 

They said this would be the 
nearest thing to an official answer. 

After reviewing the difficulties 
of sending reinforcements to '‘Ingo- 
China, which, they said, had led 
Vichy to accept “Japanese mili- 
tary precautions,” the euthorized 
sources concluded by asserting: 

“The situation is not found in 
any other part of what is left of 
the French Empire and particu- 
larly in Africa.” 


Paris Criticism of Leahy. 

The German-controlled Paris 
press, meanwhile, professed to see 
thevhand of United States Ambas- 
ae Leahy “behind 
the e applied to the policy of 
French-German collaboration.” 

Following the reported decision 
of Chief of State Marshal Henri 
Philippe Petain at a Saturday 
cabinet meeting to stay within 
present agreements with Germany 
despite pressure for a military ac- 
cord respecting Dakar, the Paris 
Aujourd’hui asked, “Are we—yes 
or no—for collaboration with Ger- 
many? Unconditionally and un- 
reservedly? That is what - they 
want to know on the German 
side.”

BRITISH KEEP UP 

RAIDS ON FRANCE 
AND REICH, BERLIN 
HEAVILY BOMBED 


200 Planes Sent ‘Against 
German Capital, Big 
Fires Reported — Han- 
over, Frankfort, Chan- 
nel Bases Pounded. 


LONDON, Aug. 4 (AP).—British 
bombers pounded Germany and the 
occupied zone of France by day 
and night during the week end, 
carrying their heavy offensive to 
a peak with a Saturday night mass 
attack on Berlin. 

There were new forays into 
Western Germany last night. De- 
spite unfavorable weather, these 
attacks extended to Hanover and 
Frankfort, where industries and 


communications were the ob- 
jectives. Docks at Calais also were 
bombed. 

As British daylight raiders re- 
turned from attacks yesterday, 
squadrons of night bombers set out 
in the dusk across the channel and, 
through the night, the noise of 
bombs ‘was heard and the lights 
from fires in France were visible 
from England’s shores. Watchers 
saw the assault progress along the 
coast from Calais to Boulogne and 
Cap Gris Nez. 

Only a few German bombers; . 
meanwhile, made scattered flights 
over Britain. In the northeast 
some casualties were caused when 
ho were demolished. German 
planes were reported off the south 
coast early this morning. 


Fiftieth Raid on Capital. 


Berliners “got their money’s 
worth,” as one Royal Air Force 
pilot expressed it, Saturday night 
when an estimated 200 to 300 Brit- 
ish planes made the R. A, F.’s 
fiftieth raid on the German capital. 
@ Another pilot said he saw a huge 
patch of fire “heaving like a vol- 
cano” when he was 80 miles from 
the city, on his way home. 

So many planes flew over Ber- 
lin, the Air Ministry news service 
said, that German anti-aircraft 
gunners found it impossible to con- 
centrate on any one plane and thus 
the British were fairly free to 
dump their bombs. 

The captain of one four-engined 
bomber said he had no difficulty 
finding the heart of the capital. 

“Shells were bursting only a few 
feet beneath us,” he said, “but we 
got through. My rear gunner told 
me he could. see clouds of black 
smoke coming up after our bombs 
hit the mark. Our flares had light- 
ed up the buildings at which we 
were aiming.” 

The Air Ministry described the 
raid as “one of the heaviest yet 
made on that city.” 

Hamburg Attacked. 

Hamburg’s docks, industry and 
railways took what was described 
as equal punishment in day raids 
Saturday. R. A. F. raiders also 
attacked shipbuilding at Kiel and 
objectives in German-occupied 
Cherbourg. 

Four British planes were report- 
ed missing from these attacks. The 
Ministry did not disclose the num- 
ber of participating planes, but 
said it was “a really strong force 
of four and.two-engined bombers.” 

Daylight activities Saturday in- 
cluded low-level attacks in France 
and hits on a German patrol ship 
and a gun emplacement on the 
island of Ameland off the Dutch 
coast. 

It was the eighth week of the R. 
A. F. offensive which in July saw 
37 raids that netted 90 German

Reds Admit Giving Ground 
on Kiev Front, but As- 
sert Lines Are Holding in 
Central and Northern 
Sectors. 


BERLIN, Aug. 4.—Swift, deep 
stabs by German and Hungarian 
speed troops in the Ukraine have 
cut off vital railroad connections 
behind the Russian army, the Ger- 
man high command asserted to- 
day. 

This and frequent dispatches in- 
dicated that the greatest German 
progress on the vast Eastern front 
was through the grain fields of the 
southern Ukraine, far below the 


provincial capital of Kiev, but the 
Nazis credited their armies with 
valuable week-end gains all along 
the line. 

In the central sector, where the 
Germans have pierced the Stalin 
line in a drive toward Moscow, 
the high command said “the bulk 
of Soviet armed forces trapped 
east of Smolensk now have been 
destroyed” and “the remainder is 
facing dissolution.” 


Tanks Aiding in Attack. 

Unofficial reports told of numer- 
ous “new encirclements” by.tanks 
slashing through faltering Russian 
lines south of Kiev.

Deferred—Governor Con- 
sidering 43 Bills, 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Aug. 4.— 
Gov. Forrest C, Donnell deferred, 
probably until about Aug. 15, the 
conference scheduled for today in 
Prosecuting Attorney Carl F. Wy- 
more’s office to consider a Cole 
County grand jury inquiry into re- 
ports of legislative slush funds, 
graft and shakedown attempts. 

The Governor said he was faced 
with the immediate task of con- 
sidering 43 bills passed by the re- 
cent Legislature, remaining after 
his action on other bills, 29 of 
which were passed on‘today, with 
26 signatures and three vetoes. He 
must complete this task in one 
week, as next Monday is the dead- 
line for his approval or disapproval 
of bills. 

“I am going to be rushed to the 
limit to take action on these re- 
maining bills,” the Governor said, 
“and I cannot take time from this 
constitutional duty, at this time, 
for this other matter of a legisla- 
tive investigation. I cannot leave 
these bills for an immediate con- 
sideration of the conduct of legis- 
lators. I shall, very promptly after 
these bills are disposed of, give 
thorough study to the facts and 
problems presented by the legisla- 
tive situation.” 

The conferees on the proposed 
inquiry, who met last on July 25, 
are the Governor, Attorney Gen- 
eral Roy McKittrick, Circuit Judge 
Sam C. Blair and Prosecutor Wy- 
more. If, as igs expected in offi- 
cial circles, an investigation is de- 
cided on, the question of time and 
of State financial aid to Cole Coun- 
ty will require consideration. 

The present term of Circuit 
Court ends the first week of Octo- 
ber, so that the grand jury, if 
called late in August, would have 
little more than a month for its 
work of inquiry. It is believed the 
call, if made, will be for the next 
term, beginning Oct. 6 and extend- 
ing to next February.

FIRMS MAY CLOSE 


Delegation of Business 
Leaders Fails to Get 
Priorities | Rating in 
Washington. 


The Belleville stove industry, 
which at one time made that East 
Side city an international stove 
center, is in grave danger of shut- 
ting down within a month because 


of inability to get the pig iron, steel 
and scrap iron necessary to con- 
tinue manufacture, Don 8S. Foster, 
secretary and manager of the Bel- 
vleville Chamber of Commerce, told 
a Post-Dispatch reporter today on 
return from a trip to Washington 
in an unsuccessful effort to get 
a favorable priorities rating for 
the Belleville factories. 

The industry, represented by 23 
manufacturers of stoves and re- 
lated items, has sufficient raw ma- 
terials for two weeks to 30 days 
of operation, Foster estimated. 
After that, unless the factories are 
able to get defense contracts, the 
2200 men employed in these plants 
will be thrown out of work. 

The wages of the stove workers 
support 8000 persons, or about 28 
per cent of Belleville’s 28,300 popu- 
lation, Foster added. 

Annual Payroll $2,350,000. 

The annual payroll of the firms 
when working at capacity is about 
$2,850,000. 

Foster headed a delegation of 
business and: labor leaders who 
‘went to Washington last Tuesday 
in an attempt to get the local 
firms placed in the Defense Sup- 
plies Rating Plan. This request 
was rejected, Foster said, by Carl 
K. Tranum of the Office of Priori- 
ties, because there were no sub- 
stantial defense contracts involved. 

The Belleville industry’s only 
hope of continued opetation is to 
obtain defense orders and get a 
priorities rating so that materials 
can be released to it, Foster as- 
serted. This would not, however, 
permit the manufacture of stoves 
The firms in 
Belleville have many unfilled or- 
ders for these, he added. 


Survey to Be Made. 


A survey will be started imme- 
diately to determine what defense 
items can be manufactured in 
these factories, and then an at- 
tempt will be made to negotiate 
defense contracts for them, he | 
continued. 


The firms involved include nine 
manufacturers of stoves, four cast- 
ing makers, three enameling 
works, three makers of dies and 
patterns, three machine shops and 
one maker of stove containers.

Deputy Damonte would not have 
dared to attack the Argentine as- 
sociation no matter how clearly 
defined its Naziphile connections, 
so he wisely confined himself to 
supplying the Ministry of the In- 
terior with material which incrim- 
inated the council and Gen. Me- 
linas himeelf. 


That the Minister of the Interior 
could order the dissolution of the 
council despite the fact that its 
members comprise many socially 
prominent figures is due to the 
realization that the Nationalists 
work for the Nazis, protected by 
guarantees of free speech, free 
press and’ free association con- 
tained in the very Constitution 
they seek to destroy. 


Profiting from the lesson of Eu- 
ropean countries which permitted 
the formation of militant organiza- 
tions which subsequently sold out 
to the Nazis, Argentina has also 
ruled out party military organiza- 
tions, even though their purposes 
Be loyal and useful. Likewise par- 
ties masquerading as democratic 
groups are outlawed if their pur- 
pose is deemed subversive, 


The Minister of the Interior is 
expected shortly to deny the re- 
quest of Alianza Juventud Nacion- 
alista for registration as a political 
party. The Alianza also heils Gen, 
Molinas as Fuehrer and has adopt- 
ed a slogan similar to the Nazis’ 
“Ein Fuehrer, ein Volk, ein Reich.” 
Alianza’s slogan is, “One Leader, 
Juan Bautista Molinas; One Watch- 
word, National Liberation; One 
Will, to Fight and Win.”

Henderson Alleges Price- 
Boosting Methods, 
‘Hoarding’ of Metal, 
Subsidizing of Dealers. 


WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (AP).— 
Price Administrator Leoén Hender- 
sOn announced today a Justice De- 
partment investigation of alleged 
monopolistic price-boosting prac- 
tices in the scrap iron and steel 
trade which he said threatened 


curtailment of defense steel pro- 
duction. 

The inquiry, which will be con- 
ducted by two of the department's 
units—the Federal Bureau of In- 
vestigation and the anti-trust di- 
vision, was requested by Hender- 
son’s Office of Price Administration 
and Civilian Supply. 

Henderson urged that, if neces- 
sary, a special grand jury be im- 
paneled to eliminate the abuses 
and prevent “hoarding” of scrap. 
He told the Acting Attorney Gen- 
eral that about 15 large brokers 
of iron and steel scrap supplied 
about 90 per cent of the metal 
purchased by steel mills, after 
purchasing the scrap metal from 
sub-dealers. : 

“It is my understanding — that 
certain of these brokers and deal- 
ers have subsidized secretly other 
dealers and sub-dealers, sometimes 
as many as 100 or more,” Hender-

5. In addition to 200,000 men in 
the home defense service, Canada 
has 300,000 on active duty with 
the army, navy and air force.

Ricochetting Bullet Fired 
by Guard Hits Youth— 
Hose Turned on 350 


Milling Prisoners. 


FORT KNOX, Ky., Aug. 4 (AP). 
A soldier was wounded fatally 
in a guardhouse riot here Wednes- 
day night in which guards .turned 


a fire hose on 350 milling prisoners 
after several rifle shots fired over 
their heads failed to restore order. 

Death of Pvt. Carl B. McClellcn, 
19 years old, of Bicknell, Ind., was 
disclosed yesterday by Col. N. But- 
ler Briscoe, post commander, as 
funeral services for the youth were 
held at Bicknell, 

Col. Briscoe said McClellan, 
struck in the left shoulder by a 
ricochetting bullet fired by one of 
the four guards, died in the post 
hospital Thursday afternoon. 

Ballistic tests will be made on 
the guards’ rifles to learn which 
fired the fatal shot and the man 
responsible will be tried on a man- 
slaughter charge by a military 
court. the Colonel said. 

Col. Briscoe said the trouble 
started when guards opened fire 
at a prisoner, who, using a make- 
shift ladder, climbed over two wire 
fences surrounding the guardhouse 
and escaped. He was captured 
Thursday. 

Hearing the shots, prisoners 
rushed out of their barracks and 
started throwing stones at the 
guards and officers, the Colonel 
explained. The guards then fired 
several shots over the prisoners’ 
heads but used the fire hose before 
breaking up the outbreak. Most 
of the prisoners were serving 
terms for minor offenses, Col. Bris- 
coe said. 

(Clarence McClellan, father of 
the dead soldier, said he was told 
at Fort Knox when he went to 
claim the body that his son had 
been killed in a rifle range acci- 
dent and that he would get further 
details after an investigation.) 

Col. Briscoe, when informed of 
the father’s statement, said the in- 
formation “probably had been giv- 
en at the (post) hospital.” He ex- 
plained that the hospital attend- 
ants do not always know how a 
patient is injured. 

Young McClellan joined the army 
Aug. 24, 1940. His parents are sep- 
arated and his mother, Mrs. Mary 
Foster, lives at Pendleton, Ind.

Virtually all service stations 
from Maine to Florida except half 
of New York City’s independents 
complied with the request to close 
from 7 p. m. to 7 a. m. daily to 
conserve gasoline. The request ap- 
plies only to Atlantic seaboard 
states. 

The daytime sale of gasoline 
along the Eastern seaboard ex- 
ceeded the total volume of the av- 
erage August Sunday daytime 
sales. 

Traffic was just as heavy and 
in many places heavier than usual 
after dark. 

New York Independents Open. 

In New York City the chain sta- 
tions closed at 7 p. m., but about 
half of the independents, which 
constitute 50 per cent of the city’s 
total, remained open. 

Highways skirting Long Island 
shores, however, were without gas- 
oline service and motorists who 
had ventured into outlying regions 
without getting sufficient fuel had 
to abandon their stalled cars. Traf- 
fic on all major highways, over 
the toll bridges and through tun- 
nels was about normal. 

Throughout New England, the 
friendly flicker of service station 
lights was missing from darkened 
highways, and compliance with 
the request of Oil Co-ordinator 
Ickes was considered just about 
100 per cent. 

Traffic along highways leading 
to New England beaches and 
mountain resorts apparently was 


heavier than usual and in some 
places the worst traffic snarls of 
the year developed. 
Stranded cars were numerous in 
Maine, New Hampshire, Vermont,

In Albany, N. Y., only 18 of 114 
stations answered telephone calls. 
Only one of the station operators 
acknowledged being open for busi- 
ness, explaining he had yielded to 
an undertaker’s request for gaso- 
line to meet an emergency. 
In Washington, where all the 126 
stations observed the curfew, Har- 
ry R. Wainwright, research direc- 
tor of the Retail Gasoline Dealers’ 
Association, estimated the increase 
in daytime sales at 10 to 25 per 
cent. 
W. Garrison Metz, petroleum co- 
ordinator for the New Jersey De- 
fense Council, noted general com- 
pliance throughout New Jersey, 
but said in his opinion “it would 
appear that the sales ban is defi-

In an air raid last night in the 
Delta area, a communique said, 17 
persons were killed and 58 in- 
jured, but material damage was 
slight.

FOR AID TO RUSSIA 
BRITAIN AND CHINA 


Tells Convention This Is 
Not Indorsement of Com- 
munism —‘Must Protect 
Democracy. ’

WASHINGTON, Aug. 4 (AP).— 

The annual convention of the CIO 
United Automobile Workers 
opened in Buffalo, N. Y., today and 
faced production and defense prob- 
lems vital to more than 700,000 
automotive and aircraft employes. 
The union, claiming 528,413 paid 
u,» members and contracts in 982 
plants covering 703,760 workers, 
pointed out it represented labor 
in concerns having more than a 
billion dollars of army and navy 
contracts. 
R. J. Thomas, UAW president, 
told 1000 delegates he favored ma- 
terial aid to Great Britain, China 
and Russia, but added: “That is 
not an indorsement of the Com- 
munist party.” 

“I am not reverting back to the 
policy of Homer Martin (former 
UAW-CIO president) that every- 
one who disagreed with him was 
a Communist,” Thomas added. 

“All of us here must do every- 
thing possible to protect democ- 
racy The CIO is the organization 
that will protect the democratic 
rights won by the workers of 
this country ... I still say, as 
I did in St. Louis a year ago, we 
should keep our line against any 
foreign adventure.” 

He predicted a drive during the 
next year in the aircraft industry 
similar to that among Ford Motor 
Co. workers and suggested the 
union should consider a change in 
name to include aircraft employes 
and far mimplement workers. 

“Labor Not Mobilized.” 

Yesterday Thomas said the de- 
fense program had bogged down 
bécause it has not provided for 
“doing everything possible” and is 
hampered by the failure of indus- 


try to mobilize and direct skilled 
labor.” 

More time has been lost, Thomas 
contended, because of “bottlenecks 
created by lack of steel, aluminum 
and other raw materials” than by 
strikes in defense industries. 

The Government, he said, has 
left CIO plans for speeding steel 
and plane output “reposed in 
pigeonholes.” Asaresult the UAW- 
CIO feels “our defense program is 
not a success” when judged by the 
test of maximum effort, he said.

He renewed the union’s call for

MOSCOW, Aug. 4. 

HE plight of a middle-aged 
German’ sheet-metal worker 
called to the German army 
several months ago and ordered to 
play a trombone during the pro- 
posed victory march through the 
Soviet Union was described today 
by Constantine Simonov, a Major 
of the Red army reserve, who has 
just returned to Moscow after 
weeks at the front in the Smolensk 
direction. 
Simonov said the German trom- 
bonist had been captured with 
other German army band members 
while walking along a highway. 
He said the German musicians told 
him that they were ordered to fol- 
low tank detachments four kilome- 
ters in the rear and play triumphal 
music. ! 
“The German command evident- 
ly were so sure of easy success 
that the musicians were ordered 
to play while walking \along the 
highway,” Simonov said.\“German 
tanks had crossed the Soviet lines 
and the musicians blithely fol- 
lowed. They had sidearms but no 
rifles, evidently because the Ger- 
man officers did not know where 
the Soviet lines were. 
“As soon as the tanks crossed 
our lines, they were surrounded 
and destroyed. The surprised mu- 
sicians eagerly surrendered when 
they discovered the blunder made 
by their officers. The trombone 
player said he had been told that 
the Soviets were 100 kilometers 
away.” 


Expected a Short War. 


Simonov said other prisoners 
told him that their officers said 
the war would be a short one and 
that they would be in Iraq within 
a few weeks. 

“Most of the German prisoners 
had little sense of geography, and 
many of them thought they were 
within 40 kilometers of Moscow as 
soon as they crossed the Soviet 
frontier.” He said the majority 
of German prisoners were between 
20 and 25 or between 40 and 45.” 
In describing the action at the 
front Simonov said that. several 
days ago in the Smolensk direction 
he witnessed what he termed a 
German psychological attack. 
“Instead of spreading out the 
infantry in a thin line,” Simonov 
said, “the Germans marched for- 
ward in close ranks, attempting 
to create the illusion of a small 
detachment. Red army officers 
knew this trick from a study of 
German tactics used in World War 
I, but this is not the first world 
war and our artillery fire broke up 
the closed ranks within a few 
minutes. 

“This apparently had a demoral- 
izing effect on both the officers 
and men in the German detach- 
ments, because instead of remain- 
ing to fight most of them retreat- 
ed and the remainder surrendered. 
“Every time one of the German 
schemes goes to pieces like that,” 
Simonov said, “the Germans be- 
come demoralized and retreat.”

We seem to have taken the lid 
off the public treasury and the 
great American storehouse and 
workshop, in unlimited generosity 
first to Britain and now, it would 
appear, to Russia, Wé haven't yet 
felt much pinch ourselves but, boy, 
we are going to feel it! Still we 
says “OK.”

Economic warfare is only one 
department of total war and is 
closely linked with military, politi- 
cal and psychological considera- 
tions. It is almost amusing now 
to recall how some of our earnest 
pacifists used to insist that sanc- 
tions were a substitute for “shoot- 
ing war,” as though any nation 
would yield to the one sort of 
pressure while it could obtain re- 
lief by using the other. It is a 
clearer picture that we see today, 
though we have paid a heavy price 
for increased clarity of vision. We 
see now that the economic weapon 
is just a weapon, one of many 
in the armory of the modern 
state, to be used as need may 
dictate, but certainly not with any 
idea that its blows may not be par- 
ried with weapons of other types. 

The President himself has said 
that for a long time he refrained 
from using economic weapons 
against Japan lest Japan move by 
force to offset American oil sanc- 
tions by seizure of Netherlands 
oil properties. Now that oil sanc- 
tions have been put in force, there 
can be no question that our na- 
tional honor is involved in the 
matter of the defense of the 
Netherlands Indies against conse- 
quent Japanese aggression, nor 
does there seem to be much rea- 
son to doubt that the country is 
at last prepared to support such 
action if Japan makes it neces- 


sary. 
May Defeat Hitler. 


It is, however, in the larger 
field, that of winning the war 
against the forces of aggression 
and conquest everywhere, that the 
economic. weapon may play even 
a greater part than against Japan 
alone. Indeed, it seems likely to 
be the chief instrument of Hitler’s 
downfall in the end; and it is, 
therefore, a matter of congratula- 


interests and security. 


tion to all who serve the caube 
of freedom to find that the Presi- 
dent has created an instrumen- 
tality for the employment of the 
vast economic power of this coun- 
try as a weapon of defense, that 
he has appointed so able and well- 
balanced a leader as Henry Wal- 
lace for this corps of the nation’s 
defense forces, and that he has 
seen fit to make so considerable 
a delegation of authority to Wal- 
lace. All these are steps in the 
right direction, and as to the last 
we may hope a foreshadowing of 
other steps along the same line in 
other fields. 

The moment is particularly ap- 
propriate for commencing the or- 
ganization of our economic power. 
Without our aid, organized and di- 
gected by capable hands and closely 
co-ordinated with the British effort, 
the British Ministry of Economic 
‘Warfare was like a motor hitting 
on two cylinders only. Working 
hand in hand with us, it will be 
able to function much more effi- 
ciently. No doubt one of the first 
tasks of the new council will be 
to perfect existing machinery and 
create new machinery for the pur- 
pose of co-ordinating our economic 
efforts with those of the British. 
These may be supplemented, for 
the time being, by the aid of Rus- 
sia, whose entry into the war stops 
up a vast leak in the blockade of 
Germany while Russia continues 
belligerent. Note here the close 
connection between economic and 
military effort; if Russia contrives 
to keep her armies in the field, the 
economic war against Germany 
is tremendously aided, 

The Middle East is an area which 
may give great concern; indeed, 
if Russia stops the direct Nazi 
advance toward Asia, that advance 
may then turn southeastward, and 
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time the division was made. There- 


fore, the Russian gesture will leave 


Germany without a _e scrap of 
ground to stand on, 


Meanwhile, in the last two years | 
since Poland became the victim 
of Hitler’s aggression and Warsaw 
the first heap of rubble as the 
result of the Luftwaffe’s activity, 
the Poles have justified the right 
to their country in the only way 
such a claim ever can be justified.

Million’ Rush to Coasts Against 

Government’s Wishes; Trains 

for Return Canceled. 

LONDON, Aug. 4 (AP).—A mil- 
lion Britons who left home for the 
long bank holiday week end— 
against the Government’s wishes— 
already have gone a long way to- 
ward eating seaside resorts out of 
a full week’s food supply, and the 
holiday isn’t half over. 

The Government asked the pub- 
lic to stay at home; the Food 
Ministry served notice there would 
be no extra supplies at the holiday 
centers, but still the crowds 
packed trains tight: Saturday and 
yesterday. 

Now they must get home as best 
they can, for the railroads which 
put on .700 specials Saturday and 
Sunday announced they could not 
cater to the “rush back.” 

Reports from Cornish and Welsh 
coasts said the local inhabitants 
would go hungry in two days un- 
less the Food Ministry sends in 
extra supplies. One town has no 
bread. 

It was estimated that extra 
trains used 5000 tons of needed 
coal, congested tracks needed for 
the transport of war supplies and 
kept 4000 railroad men on the job.

will have a good orjginal sample. For years I have been direct- 
ing such surveys. here in Chicago for our Psychological Corpora- 
tion, which has psychologists situated in the key cities through- 
out the country. ; 

We conduct bi-monthly commercial surveys, so I shall outline 
in some detail how Mabel] can do her own interviewing.

Protein Detective

DR. DOROTHY WRINCH HOLDING A PROTEIN MOLECULE MODEL, 


BALTIMORE, Aug. 4. 


R. DOROTHY WRINCH was 
D a curly-haired tike of 4 when 

her engineer-father took her 
to a private school in Rosario in 
the Argentine. He announced to 
the head-mistress: 

“This child is to be a> mathe- 
matician.” 

Either he guessed uncannily 
right, or the tike was unique. Since 
then she has had a career of bril- 
liant mathematical success—in 
Paris, Vienna, Oxford and London, 
where she lectured to advanced 
mathematical students from many 
countries, At Cambridge, England, 
she was the first woman invited 
to lecture. 

Now she is a curly-haired wom- 
an of 40 with a ready laugh and 


a perfectly feminine attention to 


such details as afternoon ea. 
What’s important, she is the ful- 
crum of an exciting battle in sci- 
ence. 

Dr. Wrinch believes she has tak- 
en the first steps toward discover- 
ing the secret of the structure of 
protein molecules. Other great 
scientists agree with her, among 
them Irving Langmuir of the Gen- 
eral Electric laboratories and Nils 
Bohr.of Denmark, Others “pooh- 
pooh.” 


If she has, green-eyed Dorothy . 


Wrinch will be remembered long 
after today’s dictators have been 
reduced to a chapter in history, 
because protein is the most im- 
portant living matter. To under- 
stand it fully would be to know 
what life is. Some proteins are 
the viruses that give us such man- 
killers as infantile paralysis, and 
perhaps cancer. Again, to under- 
stand proteins might mean the de- 
feat of those ills, 

Usually such solutions come 
from chemists and biologists who 
work with the materials in test 
tubes. But chemists, who have 
worked with proteins, never have 
been sure that they had the whole 
story because proteins change their 
structure so swiftly.

The novel point about Dr. 
Wrinch’s work is this: She studied 
the available knowledge on pro- 
teins. Then she took a pad, a 
pencil and her own mathematical 
brilliance and built the facts into 
a consistent picture. | 

Dr. Wrinch’s mathematical de- 
ductions told’ her that a protein 
molecule consists of two tiny four 
sided pyramids, set base to base. 
She says the molecule is hollow 
and the walis are a rigid net of 
rings or atoms. 

It was the relation of the atom 
that led her to the discovery that 
a protein molecule can take only 
one shape. Back of that deduc- 
tion lies mathematics too complex 
to indulge in here. 

There is physical corroboration 
for Dr. Wrinch’s theory. It lies in 
X-ray pictures other scientists have 
made of protein material. The 
pictures are muddled, but with Dr. 
Langmuir, Dr. Wrinch has shown 
the relation between the pictures 
and her predictions. 


x * 

The driving force behind her 
studies has been a tsrong convic- 
tion that patterns in nature are 
extremely important, and that 
mathematics are necessary to 
studying patterns. 

Her curiosity led her far afield 
in studies. She finished in mathe- 
matics at Cambridge and Oxford. 
Then she explored cytology, or- 
ganic, physical and _ colloidal 
chemistry, physiology and  bio- 
chemistry. Friends chuckled. She 
countered with: “I don’t know 
why I’m studying all this. But I 
have to.” Now she is fitting to- 
gether what she earned in those 
separate sciences. °¢ 


She has worked in Baltimore 
intermittently since 1936. Since 
1939 she has ben at Johns Hop- 
kins. She lives two miles from 
her laboratory with her daughter, 
Pamela, 14, who is so important 
to her doctor-mother that her pic- 
tures are filed in the office “with 
all the other protein material,” 
as her mother puts it. (That’s a 
scientist’s witticism.) 

Pamela’ evidently took protein 
theories with her alphabet. She 
recently startled’ her mother by 
presenting her with a set of pro- 
tein molecule models. The child 
had made them as a surprise. 
They were correct. 

Dr. Wrinch says her work “sel- 
dom drops her for more than a 
few hours.” Then she plays the 
piano, indulges in a set of tennis, 
or takes a walk with Pamela 
through Baltimore parks.

N Washington last June a group 

of diet experts met to plan an 
* efficient diet for the American 

e. 

ery standard of a proper and 
protective diet, this First National 
Nutrition Conference recommend- 
ed daily: “One pint of milk for an 
adult and more for a child; one 
egg or some suitable substitute 
such as navy beans; two vegeta- 
bles, one of which should be green 
or yellow; two fruits, one of which 
should be citrus—orange, lemon, 
grapefruit—or tomato (for vitamin 


C); breads, flour or cereal, most 


or preferably all whole grain or 
enriched; some butter or oleomar- 
garine with vitamin A added; oth- 
er foods to satisfy the appetite.” 


I hope that last means meat at 


least once a week. | 

The conference was told that 
large part of the American people 
were undernourished largely from 
lack of vitamins in their food. Dr. 
Thomas Parrdn, of the United 
States Public Health Service, said 
last year that 40,000,000 Americans 
were suffering from hidden starva- 
tion because they did not obtain 
enough vitamins. 


At this conference, the chair- 
man, Paul V. McNutt, raised Dr. 
Parran 5,000,000 starving Ameri- 
cans and put the figure at 45, 
000,000. 

Right after Dr. Parran’s aston- 
ishing statement last fall, I took 
some pains to try to find out what 
the proportion of vitamin defi- 
ciency people was in the entire 
population. The figures, that 40,- 
000,000 Americans were suffering 
from starvation due to lack of 
vitamins, are certainly not the ex- 
perience of anybody I know in the 
practice of medicine. That means 
one out of every three of our fel- 
low citizens. In ai dispensary 
clinic which gives over 80,000 treat- 
ments a year to people econom- 
ically low on the scale, and who 
therefore are not likely to get too 
much food, I see very little vita- 
min deficiency.

BUT IN ORDER to check the 
experience and make it thorough- 


“ly impersonal, I wrote to a num- 


ber of hospitals and asked them 
how many cases of vitamin defi- 
ciency appeared on their records. 
The returns showed that in one of 
our oldest and finest American 
hospitals there had been i1il 
cases of vitamin deficiency diag- 
nosed in the last three years— 
which included 46,000 patients ad- 
mitted. 


In a famous hospital in Balti- 
more there have been 170 cases of 
vitamin deficiency admitted in the 
last 10 years among 150,000 pa- 
tients admitted. 


In a large general California 
hospital which receives only pa- 
tients who cannot pay, therefore 
would be assumed to eat a diet 
which would produce deficiency, 
there were 26 cases of vitamin de- 
ficiency diagnosed in over 6000 
admissions in the last three years. 
That represents wide geographical 
distribution and certainly does 
not indicate any widespread hidden 
starvation among the American 
people. 

In spite of all the pessimism ex- 
pressed, the United States and 
Canada are probably the best fed 
large nations in the world. Cer- 
tainly every effort should be made 
to keep them that way. They 
should be educated to eat the pro- 
tective foods as outlined above and 
keep nutrition at a high level,

Here's 
a suggestion for converting them: 
Have your butcher grind together 
equal parts of beef or pork liver 
and beef chuck or round steak. 
Treat this mixture just as you 
would regular hamburger, and 
don’t tell the folks about it until 
they have discovered what an un- 
usually rich flavor and delicate 
texture these new-fangled liver- 
burgers have! 

Liverburgers provide a particu- 
larly good way to use the inex- 
pensive pork liver, which has, 
along with about three times as 
much iron as beef liver, a more 
pronounced flavor that some peo- 
ple dislike when they eat it by 
itself.

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Jack Reid, at 70, Takes Loss of His Political Job as Lightly as He 
Did Loss of Three Fortunes, Made in Nearly Fifty Years in Burlesque.

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JACK REID TODAY—HE ONCE OWNED HIS OWN BURLESQUE SHOW, 


AST week, 70-year-old Irish-as 
L Paddy’s-pig John Henry (Jack) 

Reid retired—by request of the 
new Republican administration— 
from his job as clerk in the City 
Water Department. 

Bitter? Not Jack Reid, 

“To the victor belong the spoils,” 
he told the boys at City Mall and 
promptly went off to find a neigh- 
borhood picture show that might 
be running an old Mickey Rooney 
picture. . 

Mickey Rooney is Jack’s favor- 
ite actor. It’s not only because 
he thinks the kid’s a thespian ter- 
ror. There’s a lot more to it than 
that and it all goes back to the 
days when Jack Reid had one of 
the best burlesque companies in 
the business and Mickey’s mother 
was the singing and dancing sou- 
brette of the “Jack Reid Record 
Breakers.” 

“She was Nell Carter, a swell 
little kid, when she worked for 
me,” Jack remembers. “She was 
with the company for 10 seasons 
and might have been with me 
many more if I hadn’t hired a 
property man in Brooklyn by the 
name of Joe Yule. Nell and Joe 
were married in Utica, N. Y. and 
I gave them their wedding break- 
fast. The next year she left the 
cast. The reason was Mickey 
Rooney, the greatest thing that’s 
happened in show business in many 
a year.” 

Sentimental and still a showman 
at heart, Jack Reid was born in 
the heart of St. Louis’ Kerry Patch 
on the twelfth of November in 
the year 1871. He started his busi- 
ness career as a cash boy at Nu- 
gents earning $2 a week, made and 
lost three fortunes in show busi- 
ness and wound up recording water 
bills at the City Hall after the 
deep purple fell in 1929 and left 
him not only with no Irish pota- 
toes but nary a pot to boi] them 
in. 

“It's been nobody’s blame but 
my own,” he says of his present 
far from affluent state. “I've lived 
and enjoyed every day of my life

and I intend to go on enjoying 
every day of it until the big fi- 
nale.” 

A likeable man with a ready Irish 
wit, Reid built himself up from 
singing on St. Louis street corners 
at the age of 11 to a franchise 
holder in the Columbia Amuse- 
ment Co. and one of the biggest 
moneymakers in burlesque. For 
years he had an office in the Co- 
lumbia Theater Building in New 
York and traveled his own com- 
pany in the same league with such 
burlesque big-wigs as Sliding Billy 
Watson. 

“It all started with amateur 
nights here in St. Louis,” Jack 
laughs. “The cash prizes were too 
good to ignore. But the night I 
won the prize at McGinley’s Mu- 
seum near the corner of Sixth and 
Franklin, I got something besides 
the cash. I got the theatrical bug 
and it was terrific.” 

After kicking around St. Louis’ 
amusement houses for a couple of 
years, young Jack acquired suffi- 
cient age to cut himself loose from 
his mother’s apron strings and his 
first gesture was to join a medi- 
cine show run by the late T. M, 
Sayman. There were more medi- 
cine shows after that until Jack 
worked himself up to a job with 
Dr. Franz C. A. Goerz, king of 
the medicine men and showman 
enough to book his outfit into the 
old Oriental Theater ‘here at Sev- 
enteeth and Pine. Then came sea- 
son after season with Capt. 
French's New Sensation, a show- 
boat that made all the navigable 
rivers in this part of the country 
and then, as Jack puts it, “the big 
jump to Chicago.” 

“In the meantime, I had acquired 
a wife, God rest her soul,” Jack 
reminisces. “She was a beautiful 
thing, the Lillian Russell type, a 
highland fling dancer in her day. 
We were in show business together 
until she retired in 1925. She died 
in 1929. Burlesque died the same 
year.”

N New York, the Reids’ first 
[ icv was with Edward F. Rush's 

“Victoria Burlesquers” and in 
the same company was a kid in 
knee pants by the name of Al 
Jolson. 

“From the first time I heard him 
open his mouth I knew he was 
born to make money,” Reid says. 
“T felt the same way about myself, 
too, in those days, and it wasn’t so 
many seasons until I became a 
franchise holder in the Columbia 
Amusement Co.” 

It was somewhere around 1910 
that Reid acquired his own com- 
pany and for 20 years he made 
and lost money with the vagaries 
of the burlesque business. He and 
his wife.were the stars of their 
own troupe and at one time the 
“Jack Reid Record Breakers” num- 
bered a company of 58.

“There was always a big thrill 
in playing St. Louis, the old home 
town,” Jack says. “I remember we 
played the Gaiety, the Rialto and 
the Liberty. On April 22, 1921, we 
played the last show that was ever 
played at the old Standard. In 
later years we played the Garrick.” 


An exponent of “good, clean bur- 
Reid confesses that he 
was unwittingly the guy who 
started “the strip-tease stuff.” 

“T was the first one of the old 
burlesque managers to use one- 
piece bathing suits for costumes,” 
he laughs. “That was pretty sassy 
in those days. You see, I'd have 
the girls come out in big Gains- 
borough hats and ruffled dresses, 
carrying umbrellas, The umbrellas 
would have spears in the end and 
the girls would stick the spears in 
the stage and start hanging their 
clothes on the umbrellas while they 
all frolicked around a make-believe 
waterfall, with nothing left on but 
one-piece bathing suits.” 

In 1929 when Ella died, Jack 
had rounded out nearly a half a 
century in show business. He had 
a nice pile of folding green 
tucked away. There were invest- 
ments. And so Jack closed his 
company.

year everything was gone and 
Jack was back practically to the 
status he held as a Nugents cash 
boy 50 years before. 

“Bad investments, stock market 
losses, worthless notes, reverses,” 
this jolly Irishman says almost 
lightly, “Those are the polite 
names for them. The right names 
are the habits and own ways of 
Jack Reid, the habits and ways 
that caused fortunes to slip 
through his fingers. The last and 
largest was the one I had built 
up to in 1929. After that there 
wasn't anything.” 

In 1932, the Democratic regime 
seated showman Jack at a clerk’s 
desk pushing a pencil over water 
bills. The Republican turn-about 
unseated him last week. But if 
Jack minds, you'd never know it. 

“T’ll spend my time in the pic- 
ture shows,” he laughs. “It’s like 
taking hop to find myself back in 
the atmosphere I’m used to. Of 
course, the movies are different, 
but they’re still show business.” 

Spry and saucy at 70, Reid is a 
plump and pleasant gent with 165 
pounds of upholstery on his five- 
foot-two frame. He lives with his 
sister and brother-in-law. Now 
that he has time on his hands, he 
intends to stage minstrel shows 
for lodges, clubs and organiza- 
tions,

North-South bidding was 
just plain rotten. I can find no 
kinder or more elegant term. 
South’s one no trump should have 
been a simple pass. North should 
not have “stood for” West’s dou- 
ble (which was a bit light, by the 
way); he should have taken out 
to two hearts. East’s penalty pass 
to the double was the one flawless 
call. South might well have tried 
a two heart rescue on his own 
account, but evidently feared this 
would be leaving the frying pan 
for the fire, a bit of defeatism 
which was scarcely consistent with 
his first response, 


West opened the club five. Dum- 
my’s 10 was played and, when it 
held, a low heart was led. East 
won, and now made a fatal error: 
He returned the diamond king. 
His object, of course, was to 
smother the diamond jack, so that 
if declarer had the ace and West 
the ten spot, declarer would not 
get two tricks in the suit. Un- 
fortunately for the defenders, 
East’s play had a far different 
result: It irrevocably blocked the 
diamond suit! 


East had failed to consider the 
full implications of his partner’s 
double. With all the honors in 
sight, it was incredible that West 
could lack the diamond ace. Even 
the possession of that card made 
his double light enough! 

Obviously, after taking the heart 
ace, East should have led a low 
diamond. The two diamond tricks 
thereby gained would have given 
the defenders 100 points and an 
excellent match-point score, in- 
stead of the near bottom they re- 
ceived for permitting the doubled 
contract to be fulfilled with an 
extra trick.

Preparedness is not a new idea 
for Americans. 

From our very beginnings the 
colonists were debating among 
themselves Pacifism versus Pre- 
paration, with adherents on both 
sides contributing to their respee- 
tive cause “by voice, sword and 
pen.” 

“Free America” was. the rallying 
song of the exponents of prepar- 
edness at the close of the eight- 
eenth century. Its author was Jo- 
seph Warren, a “one hundred per 
cent” American, noted as an ora- 
tor and writer. The colonists had 
just won their independence from 
England and ironically enough, the 
words were sung to the tune of 
“The British Grenadiers.” 

It is a good song. The language 
is rousing and could serve the 
cause of patriotism today as well. 
Some typical stanzas follow: 


Torn from a world of tyrants, 

Beneath this western sky, 

We formed a new dominion, 

A land of liberty. 

The world shall own we're mas- 
ters here; 

Huzza, huzza, huzza, huzza 

For free America.
